5. giving an Ac~ 
count of a Puppy in the Womb that receiVd no 
Hourijbment by the Mouth. 

IN the Converfation we had about the Nourifhment of 
the Fetus in ,the Womb, wherein we feemed to agree 
it was perform'd by the Umbilical Veflels only, without 
rhe affiftance of the Mouth , I mention'd a Puppy at its 
full growth, which had never rectiv'd any Nouriftiment 
this latter way. It waswhelp'd Itidvetober 1704. had no 
appearance of a Mouth at all, hVd forne rime after it was 
parted from its Dam ; pulling the Skin oif its Head, it 
had not the lealt paffage through it : The Head was one 
folid Bbfre, without Sutures, fomewhat Round, as a 
Mans SkctM, with a little prominence iti the fore^ part, re- 
fembling the- OsNaJt of a Man, but Without afry paflage : 
It had no place for Eyes, nor Meatm for Ears, oniy >he 
Outward Refemblance of one on each fide, impenetrated 
and plac'd lower than naturally. T4b Jaw-bone, nor 
Con veyaoce to the top of the Larynx ami .P&utynx, but 
thence downward natural. I fend you its Skin, ftuff'd 
carelefsly tor my own private fatisbftion - y for which you 
may fee it was only dcfign'd, by the little care take-.; m its 
prefervauon from die Mice, .and the lofs ot cue Bones : 
However, enough of it remains to mew that it receiv'd no 
Nourishment by the Mouth. 
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
